is to prevent the opening of Clinton 
street. 


The remonstrance sets out that the 


passenger depot and grounds are lo- 
cated in the immediate vh-inlty of the 
proposed openings, that 
immediately 


east are its freight depot erecting and 
boiler shops, that it has a great num- 
ber of tracks leading into these anfi 
that all will be rendered useless if th« 
street is opened. 


It also sets out that if the opening 


is granted such a steep grade will be 
created east of the thoroughfare that 
it will be practically impossible to run 
trains over It and that it will necessi- 
tate the elevation of all Its tracks to 
Hanna street.

of less than 40,000—the 
town

20,535 people In 1S30 and 
47,613 In 


1S40—need a subway, a convenience 
undreamed of then? Brooklyn in the. 
30's was a very lltle town. The old 
subway was started in 1836. 


It was built that the beauty of At- 


-_ntic avenue, planned to become the 
finest business highway of any street 
n any city of America, might not be 
destroyed. 


Railroads began in America in 182S. 


Financiers of Brooklyn saw, for Long 
island, big commercial possibilities in 
the new transportation, and, in 1332, 
got a. franchise through up at Albany 
'or a "steam railroad" to run over the 
line of the present Atlantic avenue, 
from the East river front, at what is 
South Ferry now, to the village of 
Jamaica. 


•The franchise was procuded readily 


But its projectors saw one big .pos- 
sible opposition. Brooklyn, as it was 
at that day, would never have con- 
sented to the new steam trains'com- 
ing running alons iis cherished At- 
lantic street. 
These railroad pio- 


neers forestalled all opposition 
bj 


proposing to run under Atlantic ave^ 
nue, coming out to the surface so fa 
up and so much out in the .countrj 
that it would make no difference a 
all.When the old subway actually wen 
into operation is a' question abou 
which there is still doubt. The bes 
evidence on the subject is that it wa 
not completed for tram service unt: 
1843. 
From that time train operatic 


seems to have gone on steadily unt 
1859. 
Then an outcry arose—prob- 


ably' it had .begun several years be- 
fore—against any steam trains on At- 
lantic avenue, and particularly in a 
tunnel. 


The anti-steam party won conclus- 


ively. 
Legislation went through Al- 


bany for the old tunnel from South 
Ferry to Boerum Place to be closed. 
This was June 6, 1859. At the same 
time the common counc'.l of Brooklyn 
authorized Ihe payment of $125,000 to 
the Brooklyn and, Jamaica 
railroad

ilhe remarkable exhibition of solar 
energy, witnessed in diiferent parts or 
our country during the present sum- 
mer will place it on record as one of 
the 
hottest 
seasons for the past 


thirty years. Yet, if we compare the 
record with the experience of othor 
years and other countries, we will see 
that the heat was not 
excessive, 


though long continued. It it not an 


"easy matter to get at the old records 
.on the subject, but 
from 
what 
\ve 


have heen able to compile it appears 
that the'people of the Old World have 
suffered more intense heat than v.-e 
of the new. 
In the years 1303-4 the Rhine, Loire 


and.Seine rivers went dry. The heat 
in several of the French provinces in 
17C5 was erjttal to that of a glass furn- 
ace. Meat could be prepared for tiro 
table by merely exposing it lo the sun. 
No person dared 
to 
venture out cf 


hjs house .between the hour of noon 
and 4 p. m. 
'In the year 1718 many shops had to 
ciose all over Europe. Not a drop of 
rain fell for four months. In 1773 the 


*• thermometer rose to 11S degrees. In 


1778 the heat in Bologna was so in- 
tense that scores of people were 
stiffled. 


', In July, 1793, the heat again be- 
came 
Intolerable. Vegetables 
were 


Irurned up and 
fruit 
dried on the 


tveea. The furniture and woodwork 
In dwelling'houses cracked and split 
»nd m«at became -tainted In an hour. 


The French Revolution was then at 
the height of its bloody carnival, and 
many 'Superstitious persons thought 
that the wave of heat following this 
mighty upheaval was the 
curse of 


•God. 


. In 1800 Spain was visited by a swel- 
tering temperature. Madrid and other 
cities were deserted and the streets 
became silent. Laborers died in the 
Held. 
Another disastrous hot wave swept 


over-Europe in 1851. In the Champs 
fle Mars, Paris, during a military re- 
view, soldiers by the score fell victims 
to sunstroke, and at Aldershot, Ens- 
land, men dropped dead while at drill, 
compelling the officers to suspend the 
exercises. 


There are many living who recall 


the terrible experiences of 1853 in New 
York' and elsewhere. In that year 
New oVleans was decimated by yel- 
low fever. In New York it appeared 
as if the city' was on fire. The ther- 
mometer ranged from 05 to 98 degrees 
for seven days. In that summer the 
Crystal Palace in Resevoir Park was 
was opened. On the day of the open- 
inz the mercury rose to 96 degrees 
and the people fainted' In the crowd 
and fell dend on the street. During 
the week 214 persons died from sun- 
stroke in New York. 


The summer of 1864 was another hot 


spell all over the country, but it ap- 
pears to have concentrated all Its fuiy 
in Ihe Southwest, particularly In 'he 
state of Missouri. According to the 
statement of an old Missouri pioneer, 
after June 17 of that year not a drop 
of rain fell during the remainder of 
the twelve months. In describing this 
remarkable drought, he says: "The 
dust on the pikes was frightful on a 
jvindy day. You could hardly see a 
vehicle Just ahead of you. The old 
Glasgow stage coach would roll Into 
Cnlleo with 
everything about—pas- 


sengers, driver, horses, harness am 
nil—nearly as white as snow- Some- 
times traveler's throats would become 
so badly choked that they couldn't talk 


until they took a drink of water. I 
guess in those days most of us ate 
our alloted peck of dirt or more." 


The year 1872 was another 
fearful 


one in New York. 156 cases of sun- 
stroke occuring on July 4, of which 
seventy-two proved . fatal The prin- 
cipal thoroughfares were like fields of 
battle. Men fell by the score and am- 
bulences were in constant requisition. 
Dumb beasts lay down by the wayside 
and panted their lives away. 
Sleep 


for two or three of the hottest nights 
was well nigh impossible and in the 
tenement districts women and child- 
ren were found dead on the roofs, to 
which they had clambered In the hope 
of getting a breath of fresh air. The 
scenes in the morgue were appallin?. 
Dozens of bodies were on the stone 
slabs, 
under the splashing 
water, 


awaiting the regonition of friends or 
elntives. Here a. stalwart man who 
had been 
suddenly stricken; there

throw his gold watch and chain over- 
hoard. Then he jumped into Use sea. 


A man was seen bobbing about in

Beadnell. of the ship, ordered full 
steam astern, and directed Third Offi- 
cer Brown to man a lifeboat.

Drumm came up gasping. One of the 
crow had a hoathook ready this time 
and ran the point of it through the 
back of tho man's coat. 
There was 


not much life left In him by this time, 
and ho was dragged aboard.
